WHEREAS, M. Barger becane mayor of Weaton in 1971
amdst the plans to build the 20-story Weaton Center
apartnment buil dings near the downtown train station; he went
on to lead the city for 12 years as the Farnham Briarcliff,
Scottdale, and Butterfield Ri dge subdivisions, as well as an
addition to the library, the city's second fire station and
the new West Street comruter train station, were built; the
Danada property on the city's south side was al so annexed at

the end of his tenure in 1982; and

VWHEREAS, For his years as mayor, M. Barger is considered

one of the best mayors in the history of Wheaton; and

WHEREAS, M. Barger served with distinction in the House
of Representatives from January 1983 wuntil January 1990;
during his tenure in the General Assenbly, he served on the
Comm ttees on Aging, Consunmer Protection, Executive, Housing,
Labor, Commerce, and served as mnority spokesman for the

Cities and Villages Commttee; and

VWHEREAS, In addition to his public service, M. Barger
operated his own business, Gafic Foto, which he operated out

of his Weaton hone for 25 years; and

WHEREAS, Ral ph Barger was a nenber of Anmerican Legion
Post #76 and served on the board of directors of D eke

Center; in addition he was a Republican precinct commtteenman
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and a lifetime nenber of the Wheaton Lions d ub; and

Barger; dear father of Ralph Hugh Barger, Susan Donahue,
Barbara (Donald) Schmtt, Cynthia Neeld, and Martha Barger;
